SPY  STORIES  HAVE  a  way  of  making 
great  thrillers,  and  while  this  non-fiction  NBC 
documentary  is  not  in  that  category,  it  does 
make  for  a  very  powerful,  informative,  maybe 
even  controversial,  hour, 
b  The  premise  is  simple:  There  are  hundreds, 
maybe  thousands,  of  highly  trained,  highly 
motivated  Soviet  spies  among  us.  Jessica 
Savitch  hears  this  time  and  time  again  from 
senators  and  FBI  men  and  CIA  men  and 
former  spies  and  double  agents  who  have  been 
involved. 

They  are  everywhere,  we  are  told— in  gov¬ 
ernment,  on  Capitol  Hill,  in  top-security  jobs, 
in  ordinary  citizen  roles,  maybe  even  living 
next  door  to  you  in  a  cozy  middle-class  sub¬ 
urb. 

“We  were  shocked  when  we  heard  Rudy  was 
a  spy/*  his  American  neighbor  says.  “I 
thought  he  was  my  friend/* 

All  the  experts  Savitch  presents  agree  the 
KGB  [Soviet  secret  police] -has  a  very  effi¬ 
cient  and  effective  spy  network  in  the  U.S., 
growing  in  strength  and  effectiveness  all  the 
time. 

“THE  FBI  SAYS  there  have  been  more 
indictments  for  spying  in  the  last  five  years 
than  in  the  previous  20  years/*  she  says.  She 
asked  the  assistant  director  of  the  FBI  if  this 
were  because  of  better  detection  techniques, 
but  he  said  no,  it  was  because  the  total 
amount  and  the  intensity  of  Soviet  spy  activity 
in  this  country  have  increased. 

According  to  this  report,  the  Soviets  own 
and  operate  three  vital  communication  cen¬ 
ters — one  in  New  York;  one  in  Washington, 
D.C, ;  and  one  in  San  Francisco  suspiciously 
near  all  the  top-secret,  high-tech  goings  on  in 
Silicon  Valley.  The  centers  house  Soviet  offi¬ 
cials  and  sendee  Soviet  spies,  and  one  of  the 
areas  that  Soviet  spies  have  been  most  active 
in  is  listening  to  private  microwave  telephone 
conversations.

It  s  a  dramatic  hour,  made  even  more 
dramatic  by  some  long,  lonely  shots  of  the 
intrepid  Savitch,  on  the  trail  for  truth,  justice, 
and  the  American  way.  The  film  certainly 
indicates  a  certain  lack  of  security  in  the 
nation,  and  what  awful  effect  that  could  have 
on  the  nation’s  ability  to  compete — industrially 
and  militarily— in  the  future.  It  doesn’t  blame 
existing  security  agencies;  it  Just  explains 
why  a  need  to  make  existing  security  agencies 
stronger  is  perceived.

I  l.k<Lthe  Plonecrs  before  him,  Robert 
*-i  Joffrey  discovered  America  the  hard 
way.  Twenty-five  years  ago  his  six  dancers 
(one  doubled  as  a  pianist)  left  New  York  in  a 
borrowed  station  wagon  for  a  series  of  one- 
night  stands  fn  eleven  states.  And  so  the 
Joffrey  Ballet  was  born.  Fora  long  time,  the 
company  seemed  doomed  to  an  itinerant 
existence.  Before  they  ever  danced  in  Man¬ 
hattan,  they  had  toured  the  Soviet  Union. 
Over  the  years  the  Joffrey  has  performed  in

Jabczenski ,  Canfield  in  ‘ Light  Rain  Youth  &  Co, 


every  state  but  Hawaii — which  is  hard  to 
get  to  by  station  wagon.  A  financial  crunch 
that  forced  them  into  a  six-month  sabbati¬ 
cal — and  brought  them  to  the  edge  of  obliv¬ 
ion — ended  only  last  year. 

But  as  the  Joffrey  celebrates  its  25th 
birthday  at  its  home  in  New  York’s  City 
Center,  the  company  is  in  the  pink.  The 
accent,  as  ever,  is  on  youth,  both  in  the 
repertory  and  in  the  dancers.  Joffrey  has 
carved  out  a  distinctive  homestead  between 
the  two  tall  towers  of  the  New  York  City 
Ballet  and  American  Ballet  Theatre. 

The  heart  of  its  repertory  has  always  been 
a  brilliant,  wide-ranging  mix  of  conserva¬ 
tion  and  experiment.  The  Joffrey  has  res¬ 
cued  such  twentieth-century  classics  as 
Kurt  Jooss’s  passionate  antiwar  manifesto 


"The  Green  Table”;  Leonide  Massine’s 
“Parade,”  which  inspired  the  term  “sur¬ 
realism”  with  its  decor  by  Picasso  and  mu¬ 
sic  by  Erik  Satie,  and  “Relache,”  dadaism’s 
last  hurrah,  with  Satie’s  music  and  sets  by 
Francis  Picabia.  At  the  same  time,  resident 
choreographer  Gerald  Arpino  has  contrib¬ 
uted  a  steady  if  uneven  infusion  of  works. 
Every  once  in  a  while — “Astarte,”  “Re¬ 
membrances”  and  “Postcards” — Joffrey 
himself  steps  in  with  a  masterwork.  But  he 
has  gone  far  afield  in  his  search  for 
choreography,  bringing  into  the 
mainstream  the  works  of  such 
post-modems  as  Twyla  Tharp  and 
Laura  Dean. 

The  dancers  embody  the  com¬ 
pany’s  youthful  vitality.  To  adapt 
to  the  Joffrey ’s  extraordinary  di¬ 
versity  of  styles — Balanchine, 
Ashton,  Cranko,  de  Milie,  Rob¬ 
bins — they  have  to  be  agile,  open 
and  daring.  Besides,  they’re  an  en¬ 
ergetic,  well-scrubbed  troupe,  sec¬ 
ond  to  none  in  exuding  the  sheer 
joy  of  dancing.  No  one  reflects  this 
more  intensely  than  Denise  Jack- 
son,.  the  company’s  uncrowned 
prima  ballerina;  Cynthia  Ander¬ 
son,  her  heir  apparent,  or  the  vet¬ 
eran  Luis  Fuente.
